It's surprising not that Red China soon may 


explode a nuclear device—if the rumor is true— 
but thai it has taken so long. Know-how for 
creating either nuclear fission or fusion has 
been common knowledge in international scienti- 
fic circles for more than a decade. 


It has been the wherewithal, or willingness 


to commit a substantial portion of a nation's 
scientific manpower or material wealth to an 
atomic program, that has kept the nuclear family 
small. 


Once the Soviet Union withdrew its assist- 


ance, which it began doing in 1959, Red China 
had to choose between going it alone or aban- 
doning its goal of major-power status. Obviously 
Peking has had no intention of doing the latter, 
no matter what the cost in material sacrifice by 
its 800 million inhabitants. 


If at last Red China is to make its nuclear 


debut, that, of course, presents additional prob- 
lems for the United States. Peking's need for 
the raw materials which a nuclear program de- 
mands 
will increase. 
This underscores 
Red 


China's interest in the Congo which, until 1954 
and an inspired uranium rush at home, was the 
United Stales' chief supplier of fissionable ore. 


Doubtless, too, a realizable nuclear potential 


will make Red China less tractable (if that is 
possible) in negotiating conflicts like those in 
Southeast Asia. 


Tactical alterations will therefore be neces- 


sary. But the basic strategy of dealing with inter- 
national Communism will not change. This coun- 
try always has had to consider the combined 
nuclear strength of the Soviet Union and Red 
China, whether cooperatively assembled or not. 


Hence the necessity for the development of 


the capacity for nuclear overkill, which in terms 
of a single enemy might seem endlessly great.

PO//S Should Be Printed 


If the pollsters —Dr. George Gallup, Louis Harris, 


Joseph Napolitan, Samuel Lubell and the rest —would 
only publish their results in three or four different colors 
of ink, we might be able to make a more accurate 
guess as to what may happen on November 3. For the 
bald black-and-white of normal printing isn't getting 
at (he truth of gradations of emotion and shades of 
motive that are subject to change under last-minute 
provocation. 


Let us take, for example, the question of (he 


back-lash versus the front-lash. 
Lyndon Johnson, 


according to visitors who have been given the Presi- 
dential card-flashing treatment, is fully satisfied 
that the back-lash crossover in (he normally Demo- 
cratic Polish, Italian, and Irish wards of nig indus- 
trial cities will be more than compensated for hy 
Republican moderates who say they can't sec Gold- 
water for dust. I don't doubt the accuracy of the 
polls in registering the arithmetic in this matter of 
present crossover intentions. But who feels the more 
intensely about things? And will people who don't 
like Goldwaler but who feel tepid on the subject of 
.Johnson be apt to vote at all? A non-voting front- 
lash would certainly play havoc with all current 
expectations. 


The front-lash quandary was amusingly dramatized 


the other day when Kingman Brewster, the president 
of Yale, appeared before a student political group to 
state his own personal dilemma. His first rhetorical 
question was "Would you support the party of Gold- 
water, Thurmond and Miller?" This delighted the stu- 
dents. But then came (he wry second question, "Would 
you support the party of Johnson, Faubus and Dodd?" 
The students obviously felt uncomfortable about this, 
although there was laughter. The Democratic leftists 
among them may not have appreciated the Yale presi- 
dent's subsequent humorous appeal. "I ask you to join 
me in the happy irresponsibility which comes from a 
prospect of no victory. I give you the party of Kuchel, 
Keating, and Case." Such a statement will probably not 
keep President Brewster from going to the polls, but it 
could be interpreted to mean that he has no intention 
of voting for either nominee for President. And if the 
pollsters were more accurately subtle than they are 
inclined to be, they would surely tally up a Brewster- 
type reaction in a special color of ink. 


The business of abstentions to one side, the whole 


question of how the Republican moderales will finally 
vote rests on factors that could easily elude any early 
October black-and-white tabulation. 
My own feeling, 


based on random conversations, is that some of the 
Scranton people who were adamant agninst Goldwater 
in July are slowly coming around to support the Repub- 
lican ticket. The sister of a former Republican Senator 
said to me the other day, "I was for Scranlon, buf 
maybe Barry Goldwater has been misinterpreted." She 
will vote for Goldwater. and her example will convince 
some of her reluctant friends. 


On the other hand, some of the back-lash will 


undoubtedly snap back into the Johnson column. But 
not all of It. Pollster Harris, in his interpretation 
of his own recent survey, say* that "anxiety among 
white Americans over the rare issue is rising In 
intensity. Coupler) with this concern is an Increase 
In worry about safely on the streets, which many 
people now relate to Nrgro outbreaks. . . . Together, 
these are now twin-sleeper issues." 


The feeling of anxiety which pollster Harris has 


noticed can only mcnn that a certnin percentage of 
current voting intentions arc lightly and tentatively 
held. This would seem to call for a pod (hat will recog- 
nize several gradations of intention. It should be split 
up inlo seven columns that read "Strongly for Gold- 
waler," "Strongly 
anti-Goldwater," "For 
Goldwater 


Under Duress." 
"Will Slay Homo," 
"Undecided," 


Tepidly for Johnson," and "I.B.I, All the Way." This 


would enable people to judge more accurately (he 
impact of the events of the final days of campaigning 
on the 'Undecided" and "Tepidly for Johnson" groups. 
Simple arithmetic is not enough at this point, for an 
opinion lightly held is cerlainly vulnerable to a last- 
minute flush of anger, or » last-minute pane of 
conscience.

Congress' Trend Could Spell Economic Disaster 


WASHINGTON - The 88th Con- 


gress, which has just adjourned, 
was nol one of the best nor was 
it one of the worst in recent years 
but its work must be considered 
significant of a trend that could, 
if not arrested, spell an economic 
disaster for the United Slates in 
the next decade. 


Influenced by a tidal wave of 


uninformed 
public opinion, 
the 


Congress accepted the doctrine 
that billions of dollars of borrow- 
ed money must be spent, no mat- 
ter whether a budget is balanced 
or the $300-billion debt is ever re- 
duced. The formula of an artifici- 
ally managed economy has for 
the time being been accepted as 
popular. The art of "managing" 
not only relates to the develop- 
ment 
of a larger 
and larger 


"public sector," as distinguished 
from the "private sector," but it 
includes the practice of voting 
vast subsidies for political pur- 
poses. 


What is happening is a repeat 


performance of the 1930's with 
new labels for the 
appropriation 


bills. Instead of a Works Progress 
Administration—the well 
known 


"WPA"—-and a Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps, the new names of a 
"war on poverty" and a "domestic 
peace corps" for youth, work 
training and work study 
have 


been adopted. These will cost 
many billions of dollars in the 
next few years. 


Somehow nothing was done by 


Congress to remove or even to 
make a study of the many im- 
pediments to the progress of priv- 
ate business. Except for a few in- 
vestment credits to stimulate ex- 
penditure for new plant and equip- 
ment, 
the 
Congress 
virtually 


ignored the fact that the flow of 
tax receipts can be substantially 
increased only if private enter- 
prise expands naturally. Business 
and the professions and the serv- 
ice occupations will absorb the 
idle workers if there is a sound 
development of private enterprise.

a somewhat better-looking picture 
in time for the current election. 
Actually, spending is continuing 
on a spree reminiscent of the 
1930's. Already there are intima- 
tions that the boom 
of today 


might be halted next year if more 
tax cuts and more borrowing to 
pay for them are not forthcoming 
through "deficit spending." 


Perhaps the most 
significant 


development in the last four years 
has been the growth of a belief 
in Congress that all this is "pop- 
ular" and that the American peo- 
ple will approve it.

The subcommittee found "sub- 


stantial evidence that Billie Sol 
Esles paid bribes to employes of.

However, the subcommittee's in- 
vestigation disclosed no credible 
evidence that bribes 
had been 


offered or paid to any elected or 
appointed federal official or em- 
ploye 


"Billie Sol Estes customarily 


sent unsolicited gifts of nominal 
value—such as Pecos canteloupes. 
fruit, pecans, and candy—to busi- 
ness acquaintances and prominent 
political figures. 
He also enter- 


tained government officials or em- 
ployes on occasion and gave sub- 
stantial 
c a m p a i g n 
contribu-

"Billie Sol Estes unquestionably 


suggested, claimed, or even boast- 
ed that he was able to obtain 
favorable treatment from govern- 
ment officials. 
The subcommit- 


tee's investigation indicated that 
Estes habitually claimed close 
friendship with prominent people 
but disclosed little or no evidence 
to support his assertions. 


"The motive for some of Estes* 


claims of influence appears ob- 
vious, since they were made at 
a time just prior to his arrest 
when he was trying to convince 
his creditors that he would be 
able to stay out of jail and grad- 
ually pay off his obligations if 
they would go along with 
him."

Goodbye, Heather

EDINBURGH 


"We've been 
wanting 
t h i s 


bridge for 50 years," said Nich- 
olas Fairbain, the Tory candidate 
from central Edinburgh. We were 
driving over the magnificent new 
Firth of Forth bridge spanning 
the estuary between 
Edinburgh 


and the north of Scotland, which 
opened just in time for the Con- 
servatives to point to with pride 
during the elections. 
Serenely, 


gracefully, 
lovely like all 
sus- 


pension bridges, it brings Nicky 
Fairbain's sixteenth century cas- 
tle home within 20 minutes drive 
from central Edinburgh. In the 
bad old days, he told me, the 
ferry took an hour-and-a-half and 
in bad weather it didn't come at 
all. 


The beautiful bridge is the big- 


gest and most spectacular symbol 
of the modernization of Scotland 
which the Conservatives claim to 
have brought Scotland under 13 
years of Tory government and 
which they propose to deepen and 
expand for five more years i£ 
the voters give them five more 
years. 


Nicky pointed to the great rail- 


way bridge which lies a few hun- 
dred yards away. "Scotland has 
been poor most of its life," he 
said. "The only other period of 
prosperity lasted only 20 or 30 
years between 1880 and 1910 and 
that bridge was built them. Noth- 
ing of that size was built in Scot- 
land until this bridge." 


Scotland's economy during most 


of the industrial age has rested 
on a very narrow base — ship- 
building, coal, and heavy engin- 
eering. The products Scotland is 
famous for — its woolens and its 
Scotch whisky — were tiny indus- 
tries. 'Scotch whisky is a very 
large whisky today, but that has 
happened only since the war when 
the French and the affluent mid- 
dle classes of all Western socie- 
ties took up drinking it.) 


Under Tory rule, Nicky claims 


Scotland has diversified its indus- 
try and today Scotland is produc- 
ing automobiles, steel, electronics 
equipment, plastics, and has ap- 
plications for thousands of new 
plants. Scotland's nuclear power 
plant at Huntcrston. Nicky claims, 
is the world's most efficient and 
the nearest to producing electric 
power at reasonable cost. 


These are the main themes of 


Nicky's arguments to the voters 
in the central Edinburgh district 
where he is running — or, as they 
say here, standing—for the House 
of Commons. Nicky admits he's 
running uphill since his constitu- 
ency has been Labor for all but a 
brief period in the 30s. Still Nicky 
is confident 
he can unseat the 


more or less somnolent Labor in- 
cumbent, Tom Oswald, who has 
yet to make a speech in the 
House 
of Commons in the 
13 


years ho has sat there. 


Modernization is the great mys- 


tic word of modem British poli- 
tics, both Tory and Labor insist- 
ing they can do it belter, and 
both assuming with a blind and 
reckless faith that in moderniza- 


tion lies some magic nirvana that 
will envelope all Britain in happi- 
ness. 


All countries, I reflected, want 


what they haven't got. We were 
driving through Edinburgh su- 
perbly formal Georgian Crescent 
with its soft gray buildings, gent- 
ly curving to follow the line of 
the street, 
whose 
magnificent 


iron work and symmetry and or- 
der and proportions I find so 
enchanting. What preserves the 
beauty 
of Edinburgh? I asked 


Nicky. Nothing, he said. There 
are no Beaux Arts committees 
preserving these lovely buildings. 
Only poverty has prevented the 
Scots from 
tearing their 
city 


down and rebuilding it in hide- 
ous glass and cement structures 
as we have done in New York. 


Nicky was boasting of the qual- 


ity of Scottish life. "Scotland," he 
said, "has everything. You drive 
to a loch from anywhere in an 
hour and go sailing or fishing. 
The hunting is marvelous and the 
golf is world famous. And where 
else is the scenery better? We 
want 
to 
modernize 
Scotland 


while not losing any of the amen- 
ities of life." 


Except, I thought, you proba- 


bly won't. You can't have the 
pleasures of prosperity and mod- 
ernization and the amenities of 
poverty. Nicky's sixteenth 
cen- 


tury castle 
(the 
tower 
where 


Mary Queen of Scots slept was 
built in the twelfth century) lies 
on the summit, of a wooded slope 
with a river at the bottom and 
nothing but woods and loveliness 
for miles. But now that the Firth 
of Forth bridge has brought cen- 
tral 
Edinburgh 
to 20 minutes 


drive, it'll be a surburban para- 
dise in no time, teeming with 
children, supermarkets, 
and the 


other blessings of modernization. 
Nicky is going to hate it and ha 
will have done much to create it. 


In his basement office in the 


lovely Atholl Crescent, we found 
his two smiling assistants, 
Mrs. 


Smith and Mrs. Crichton. making 
phone calls, pleading for money 
or volunteers, and all the other 
things ladies do in elections the 
world over. 


"Bit of a change from Goldwa- 


ter. isn't it?" said the smiling 
Mrs. Crichtnn. 


It 
certainly 
is. 
Goldwater's 


chief appeal in an enormously 
rich and frightfully modernized 
America is that of a return to the 
eighteenth century when life was 
supposedly simpler and better. 
And Scotland, which has not yet 
left the eighteenth century, wants 
to got into the twentieth, exchang- 
ing the physical deprivations of 
poverty for the emotional depriv- 
ations of affluence.
